Sickness, Treatment 


At liny Tent Hospital 


By ERNIE PYLE. 

SOMEWHERE IN SICILY—(By Wireless)—Since Sicily 
was a new country for me I figured I might as well get sick 
right away and get it over with. So on my fifth day ashore 
they threw me into an ambulance and off we went hunting 


for a hospital. 


We were looking for a certain 
clearing station, and we couldn't 
find it because it was moving for- 
ward while we were moving back, 
and we passed on different roads. 
The result was that the determin- 
ed ambulance boys drove nearly 
. halfway across Sicily before they 
finally gave up and started back. 
We drove a total of 75 agonizing 
miles over dusty gravel roads, and 
then found the hospital all set up 
ready for business within four 
miles of where we had started 
from in the first place. 

The clearing station was a small 
tent hospital, a sort of flag stop 
for wounded on the way back from 
the lines. The first regular hos- 
pital was about 15 miles on back. 

The average patient stays in the 
clearing station only a few hours 
at most. But once the doctors got 
a squint at me they beamed, rub- 
bed their rubber gloves and chied 
out: “Ah! Here is the medical 
freak we have been waiting for. 
We'll just keep this guy and play 
with him for awhile.” 

Bed and Treatment. 

So they put met to bed on a cot, 
gave me paragoric and bismuth, 
aspirin and codine, soup and to- 
mato juice, and finally wound up 
with morphine and a handful of 
culfaguanadine. The only thing I 
can say on behalf of my treatment 
is that I am well and hearty again. 

My family physician in this case 
was Captain Joe Doran, of Iowa 
City, Iowa. Captain doran is a 
young and enthusiastic doctor who 
is different from most front-line 
doctors -in that his main interest 
lies in treating sick soldiers rather 
than wounded ones. Captain Do- 
ran likes to get at the seat of a 
man's ills. In furtherance of 
this he has a nice little laboratory 
set up in one of the tents, complete 
with microscope and glass tubes. 
He is always taking specimens 
from his patients and then peering 
et them like Dr. Arrowsmith. 

Captain Doran’s germ-quest 
upon me was somewhat agitated 
by the fact that upon the evening 
of my arrival he received a letter 
saying he had become a father 
for the second time, about six 
weeks previously. He was so 
overjoyed he gave me an extra 
shot of morphine and I was asleep 
before I could say “Congratula- 
tions!” 

They kept me in what is known 
es a semi-comatose 
about 24 hours, and then began 
to get puzzled. At first they 


thought I had dysentery, but the)

With this you ache all over and 
have a very high temperature. 
The doctors say it is caused by a 
combination of too much dust, 
bad eating, not enough sleep, ex- 
haustion, and the unconscious 
nerve tension that comes to every- 
body in a front-line area. You 
don’t die of battlefield fever, but 
you think you’re going to. 

They put me in a corner of a 
tent, and this corner at various 
times were three officers with 
Similar fevers. Their illnesses 
were brief, like mine, and they all 
left before I did, so their families 
needn’t worry upon reading shat 
they were ill. 

One of my classmates was a red- 
headed and bespectacled lieuten- 
ant named Rahe Chamberlin, from 
Clarksville, Ohio. Since coming 
into the Army Chamberlin has 
bought a half interest in a grocery 
store back home. Whenever ihey 
would bring us fruit juice in cans 
he would take a good gander to 
see if it was a product his partner 
was selling back home. 

Another Sufferer. 


Another fellow-sufferer was 
Lieutenant Richard Van Syckle, of 
Sewaren, N. Y., He used to be in 
the automobile business at Perth 
Amboy. He is married to Clare 
Raftery, a delicious former Pow- 
ers model, and he carries maga- 
zine pictures of her in his map 
case, 


The third was Major Elizey 
Brown, of Okmulgee, Okla. Ma- 
jor Brown used to be president 
and general sales manager of the 
Cleveland Tractor Company. He 
is a tough outdoors man, and he 
was so thoroughly disgusted at 
getting sick that it made him even 
sicker.

Cured, Stored Sweet Potatoes Will Bring $1.65 


The Food Distribution Adminis- 
tration, planning handling of the 
81,000,000 bushel crop of sweet 
potatoes, yesterday announced a 
change in price support figures. 

Colonel James H. Palmer, re- 
gional director of FDA, said the 
change was made to encourage 
farmers to cure and store much of 
the crop on the farm. 


Under the new price support, 
farmers who market their crop 
immediately on harvesting are 
guaranteed $1.15 a bushel in rigid 
containers, but those who cure and 
store the potatoes until February 
or later will receive a minimum 
of $1.65 a bushel for cured and 
graded potatoes in bushel baskets 
or hampers. 


Palmer said it was hoped the 
new price guarantee would -n- 
courage farmers to cure and store 
their crops. Last May, he said, 
sweet potatoes held back from 
1942 brought $2.25 a bushel.

Flak Battery 


AN ADVANCED ALLIED AIR 
BASE IN SICILY, Aug. 10.—(De- 
layed)- (P)—Captain Paul A. 
Striegel, of Jefferson City, Mo., 
found himself with a pilot’s dream 
assignment yesterday—to return 
and attack an antiaircraft battery 
that had been shooting at him an 
hour before. 


Leading a formation of A-36 in- 
vaders in a divebombing mission 
azainst Patti, a small town on the 
northeastern Sicilian coast, he 
pin-pointed four guns on the map 
as shells burst around him. 


Unwilling to interrupt the mis- 
sion at the time, he waited until 
he returned to his base; then 
sought out the operations officer 
and demanded the chance to wipe 
them out. 

Striegel got the permission and 
four planes with which to do the 
job. They found the*guns easiy 
and screamed down on them ver- 
tically, their machineguns wide 
open.

north, 30 miles on the west and 
22 miles on the southeast. 

The Germans hurriedly brought 
up several tank divisions in an 
attempt to break the Soviet drive 
on Kharkov, the Moscow midnight 
communique, recorded by the So- 
viet monitor, said. 

But the Russians crashed 
through, capturing 50 populated 
places in a 12-mile advance. 

One unit burst into the large 
town of .Akhtyrka,; 42 miles south 
of Sumy, and captured it after 
heavy street fighting in which 
1,600 Germans were killed, 36 
tanks destroyed and 260 trucks 
wrecked. Almost 200 trucks and 
other war material were captur- 
ed in this area, 65 miles north- 
west of Kharkov. 


In cutting the Poltava railway- 


the Russians sent the Germans in- 
to head-long retreat. 


Poltava Battered 


Moscow dispatches said _ that 
Poltava itself was heavily batter- 
ed Tuesday night by Russian 
bombers. The communique said 
that a total of 127 German planes 
were brought down in two days 
of fighting. 

Today the Russians said their 
forces in the Donets basin south- 
east of Izycm conducted recon- 
naissance in force while their air- 
craft bombed columns of enemy 
troops and destroyed a trainload 
of reinforcements and equipment. 
Railway stations in the area were 
also bombed, with many fires and 
heavy explosions reported by re- 
turning airmen. 

Farther north, Soviet columns 
reached to within 40 miles of 
Bryansk by capturing Alexeyevka 
and 70 other populated places in 
a general advance of more than 
six miles. 


Fighting Unsurpassed. 


German dispatches described 
the immensity of the fighting as 
“unsurpassed” and “never before 
witnessed on the eastern front.” 

They told of a drive from Vyaz- 
ma to within 21 miles of Smo- 
lensk by masses of Russian tanks 
and infantry moving in from a 
broad front between Yartsevo, 21 
miles northeast, and Kirov, 108 
miles southwest of Smolensk 
which is 230 miles southwest of 
Moscow in the Napoleonic corri- 
dor of retreat. 

The Russians made no mention 
of this. fighting in their bulletin, 
but the Germans said it “equals 
in fierceness the Soviet onslaught 
against Kharkov.”

Trip Abroad 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11. ()— 
Captain Edward V. Rickenbacker 
returned to Washington today 
from an inspection tour abroad, 
including a trip to Moscow in 
June, and reported immediately 
to Secretary of War Stimson. 


Rickenbacker arrived in Mos- 
cow June 20, accompanied by his 
personal physician, Dr. Alexander 
Dahl, of Atlanta, and two army 
officers, Colonel William Nuckols 
and Major A. B. Sherry. Nuckols 
was with him when he returned 
to Washington. 


The extent of Rickenbacker’s 
latest tour, the third he has made 
on behalf of Stimson, has not been 
disclosed. Stimson said in June it 
was “concerned wholly with a 
technical air inspection,” and he 
preferred not to comment further. 


Previously, Rickenbacker had 
undertaken a mission to Britain, 
returning last October to start an- 
other trip to the Southwest Paci- 
fic. It was on this tour that his 
plane was forced down at sea, and 
Rickenbacker was not picked up 
until three weeks later.

adian cabinet, described by Can- 
adian officials as unique in the 
annals of the British dominions. 

The two prime ministers said 
in a statement afterward: “The 
field of the war was surveyed and 
questions of special joint interest 
to the two governments were dis- 
cussed, 

“A further joint session will be 
held at a later date.” 

The British were represented by 
Churchill, who also is minister of 
defense, and Sir John Anderson, 
lord president of the council and 
a British cabinet member without 
portfolio. 

Eight members of the Canadian 
cabinet comprise the Dominion 
war committee. 


Expected Parley. 

The Churchill-Roosevelt discus- 
sions have been expected ever 
since swift developments of the 
war followed their last meeting 
in Washington in May. Since then, 
Russia has taken the offensive 
from Germany in eastern Europe; 
the Allies have seized all but a 
corner of Sicily and apparently 
are contemplating an invasion of 
Italy itself; aerial warfare on Ger- 
many has been expanded with un- 
paralleled intensity; effective 
measures have been taken against 
the submarine menace to Atlantic 
supply lines, and the Japanese 
have béen pushed out of vital Pa- 
cific bases. 

Viewed in their entirety, these 
Allied successes seemed to call for 
a realignment of strategy and pol- 
icies for the phases of the war now 
in progress and those that lie 
ahead on the European continent 
and in the far east. 

They have raised problems, too, 
involving political, administrative 
and relief issues which must be 
solved in areas which may be 
wrested from enemy control. 

French Aspects. 

The fact that the Roosevelt- 
Churchill deliberations will take 
place in this former French capi- 
tal of Canada, with its prepond- 
erantly French population, pointed 
up a possibility that the two 
United Nations statesmen would 
use Quebec as the setting for an 
announcement that Britain and the 
United States would recognize the 
French Committee for National 
Liberation as the de facto govern- 
ment of France. 

Following the war cabinet-war 
committee meeting, Churchill and 
Mackenzie King lunched in pri- 
vate, then set out on a round of 
official protocol visits. 

They called on Major General 
Sir Eugene Fiset, lieutenant gov- 
ernor of Quebec province, at his 
summer residence, and on Adelard 
Godbout, Quebec premier, at the 
legislative building.

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Few Colquitt 
County Farms 


Are M ortgaged 


Special to THE CONSTITU 

MOULTRIE, Ga., Aug. 11.—Life 
insurance companies, which a few 
years ago owned nearly one-fourth 
of the farm tand in Colquitt coun- 
ty, or more than 500 farms, today 
hold title to fewer than a dozen, 
records in the office of. Richard 
Lewis, clerk of Colquitt superior 
court, reveal. 


Foreclosures began in late 1929 
and there was no let up until 
1934. The peak was reached in 
1938. Since 1936 the insurance 
companies have been “getting out 
from under” their land holdings. 
The early sales were made on long 
terms, but during the past two 
or three years the down payments 
have been stepped up. Last fall 
many of the farms were sold by 
the insurance companies for cash. 


The records in the office of the 
superior court clerk show that few 
farms have mortgages on them at 
this time. J. S. Harris, veteran 
real estate man, gave it as his 
opinion that Colquitt “will be out 
of debt by November next year, 
if commodity prices hold at their 
present levels.” He said there was 
not a piece of distress property, 
either in Moultrie or Colquitt 
county, in so far as he has been 
able to learn. 

“Of course, there are a large 
number of mortgages, but these 
are being paid off daily, and the 
owners of encumbered property 
have such a large equity in it they 
cannot be squeezed.” 

Homer Stark, another Moultrie 
real estate man, said there had 
been no boom in land prices, but 
added “there seems to be little 
for sale.” He said there are few 
large farms available, but that the 
demand is for two, three and four- 
horse farms. Such places he de- 
clared “are owned by men who 
cultivate them and they are not 
quoting prices on them.”

Barge Order Is Cut 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—(A) 
The Maritime Commission an- 
nounced today a reduction from 
65 to 33 in the number of concrete 
oil barges being constructed for 
the agency. 

Additional steel has been made 
available, along with sufficient 
machinery, to make construction 
of tankers advisable instead of the 
concrete barges which are not 
self-propelled, the commission de- 
clared., 

. The contract with the MacEvoy 
Shipbuilding Corporation of Sa- 
vanna, Ga., for the construction of 
23 barges was revised to seven, 
while contracts with McCloskey & 
Company for the construction of 
20 barges. at their San Jacinto 
plant, Houston, Texas, have been 
revised to the building of four. 

The original contracts for con- 
crete barges were awarded during 
the summer of 1941, the commis- 
sion said, when the east coast was 
faced with a severe oil shortage 
and it was impossible to divert 
enough steel to build tankers. 

The commission stated that the 
decision to convert 102 Liberty 
ships into tanxers also had eased 
the situation.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—(4)—Brit- 
ish heavy bombers hammered the 
Nazi shrine of Nuernberg with 
more than 1,500 (1,680 American 
tons) of explosives last night in a 
switch of strategy designed to de- 
stroy Germany’s finished products 


centers as distinct from her al- 
ready devastated basic industries. 


Convinced that the long, heavy 
blows in the Ruhr and the Rhine- 
land, where the Reich’s elemen- 
tary materials of war are pro- 
duced, has all but put an end to 
the enemy’s flow of basic mate- 
rials, the RAF bomber command 
has decided to concentrate on the 
manufacturing stage. 

Last night’s raid was the sixth 
of the war on Nuernberg and 
mugh the heaviest it has under- 
gorre. The inland city is 525 miles 
from Britain, or only 75 miles 
short of the distance that must be 
flown to bom» Berlin. 


The lengthening range of the 
aerial offensive pointed up the 
prospect of an early blow at the 
German capital, from which an 
estimated 1,000,000 women and 
children are being evacuated. With 
the lengthening nights of autumn 
it will be possible to make the 
entire roundtrip to Berlin in dark- 
ness. 


Returning pilots said antiair- 
craft defenses of Nuernberg were 
much lighter than were encoun- 
tered over Hamburg and other 
German cities, but said that enemy 
fighters put up a determined scrap 
all the way across southern Ger- 
many. Sixteen bombers were lost. 
The target was left blazing, the 
crewmen said, with a bright red 
glow tinting the clouds thousands 
of feet erenee. 


Ceiling Price Change

fice of Price Administration 
(OPA) was willing to raise the 
ceiling price on tied flue-cured to- 
bacco to 44 cents per pound pro- 
vided. enough untied tobacco is 
sold to bring the season average 
down to 41 cents per pound.

Georgia Congressman 
Declines To Predict 
a Short War. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Aug. 11. 
(?)—Representative Carl Vinson, 
chairman of the House Naval &f- 
fairs committee, predicted today 
that “wars, and rumors of wars,” 
would continue in the future, and 
asserted that the United States 
fleet should be kept intact as a 
guarantee of world peace. 

In an interview, Vinson declin- 
ed to look with optimism toward 
a short war. 

“You can’t expect to lick an en- 
emy like Germany overnight,” he 
said. “And don’t ever forget— 
in cafrying the war to Japan, the 
enemy is 6,000 miles away.” | 

The veteran Georgia congress- 
man said it was his earnest wish 
that the United States refrain from 
any postwar commitments which 
would result in scrapping any 
useful Navy vessels. 

Long an advocate of a big Navy, 
Vinson said he foresaw no pros- 
pect of radical changes in over- 
all naval construction although 
small-size aircraft carriers and 
escort vessels have been excep- 
tionally successful in combating 
submarines. 

Commenting on the aerial of- 
fensive against Germany, he said 
“it’s impossible to say you can 
knock a country out of the war 
by aerial bombing alone—but 
there’s no harm trying. At the 
same time you must plan to hit 
the enemy with all branches of 
the service.”

The new price for linters sold 
to the chemical industry was set 
at $3.50 per hundred pounds com- 
pared with $4.35 last season. Free 
linters—used in cotton batting 
and mattresses—were given ceil- 
ings ranging from 9 to 2.6 cents 
per pound compared with an old 
range of 11 to 5 cents. OPA said 
the new maximums would not cut 
producers’ returns because 25 per 
cent of the new crop can be sold 
as “free linters.” Last season all 
linters went to the chemical in- 
dustry at the lower chemical 
prices.

War Contracts 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—(/)— 
In an attempt to break a growing 
man-power shortage, the govern- 
ment appealed to nearly 1,000 top 
contractors today to spread their 
wor! through subcontractors to 
less critical labor areas. 

The Army, Navy, War Produc- 
tion Board (WPB) and the Mari- 
time Commission sent a joint let- 
ter to contractors who have back- 
logs of $5,000,000 or more each 
telling them it is “vital to the war 
effort” that they shift part of their 
work to sections of the country 
which have an adequate labor 
supply. 

The request was general and 
went to prime _ contractors 
throughout the nation. 

The contractors were requested 
to “avoid as far as possible” the 
placing of subcontracts in 55 areas 
classified as now having acute la- 
bor shortages. Subcontracts should 
be placed in these areas only if

South’s Great Gain 


By MARIE SMITH. 
The south’s greatest postwar gain from the present war 
production program will be a wealth of skilled labor re- 


placing the unskilled workers 
report released yesterday by 
Board. 

According to the report, the 
south’s percentage of the nation’s 
total manufacturing facilities has 
dropped from the 1939 level of 6.9 
per cent to 6.5 per cent in April 
of this year, despite the establish- 
ment of some industries. It was 
estimated that the southeast would 
have 6.7 per cent of the total fol- 
lowing the war, a small permanent 
gain. 

Prepared by J. K. Heyman, ex- 
ecutive assistant to WPB’s region- 
al director, and M. C. Hill, stat- 
istician, the report, which covers 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Mis- 
Sissippi, Tennessee, North and 
South Carolina, predicted little 
change in the south’s position in 
the industrial world following the 
war. 

Thornton’s Opinion. 

Harry G. Thornton, regional di- 
rector of WPB, expressed opinion 
that the south had received a fair 
share of the nation’s war supplies 
contracts which could be filled by 
corporations converting to war 
production. However, the question 
of whether the south had received 
a fair share of the war facilities 
contracts went unanswered at a 
conference yesterday. 

This region holds $628,000,000 
of the nation’s total of $7,360,000,- 
000 capital assets from war indus- 
tries, with some hope of partial 
permanency after the war, and 
$228.000,000 of the nation’s total] 
of $3,731,0C0,000 capital assets 
from industries with virtually no 
hope of permanency, the report 
Stated. 

A Comparison. 

The report further stated that 
the net tangible capital assets plus 
war industry facilities contracts in 
the southeast are $1,584,000,000, 
in comparison with the $25,494,- 
000,000 of the nation’s total from 
permanent industries. 

Two great hopes for the south 
after the war lie in the possibility 
of converting facilities now used 
for war production to making use 
of plastics and related products 
and making use of the aluminum 
in this region. 

Another hope lies in the possi- 
bility of converting machinery 
used for war production to pro- 
duction of textile machinery, of- 
ficial suggested yesterday. 

The south’s gain of skilled labor 
may result in the men skilled in 
metal works turning to production 
of small consumer goods in indus- 
tries now engaged in production 
of war equipment, or the forma- 
tion of new industries in metal- 
work for manufacturing of small 
consumer goods, it was pointed 
out.

Goes Down With Pilot He Loved 


By JOSEPH MORTON. 
AN AMERICAN BOMBER 
BASE IN SICILY, Aug. 10.—(De- 
layed )—(4)—They’re talking here 
today about a new immortal ser- 


geant—a gunner who staked his'| 


life on his word. 

His name was Jake. His pas- 
sion was a battlestained bomber 
in which he fought. His best 
friend was Bill, his pilot. I can’t 
tell you their full names until 
their families are notified. To- 
gether the three came out of the 
Mid-East with the British Eighth 
Army—from El Alamein to Tu- 
nisia to Sicily. 

Almost every day in the year 
Jake repeated this vow: 

“If Bill ever goes down, I'll go 
with him.” 

Yesterday, in the smoky skies 
over eastern Sicily, he lived up 
to that promise. 

Jake Keeps Plane Up. 

A German cannon sent an ex- 
plosive shell into the plane, killing 
the co-pilot and gravely injuring 
Bill. Jake left his gunner’s tur- 
ret at his friend’s summons and 
flew the bomber while the other 
crew members bailed out. No pi- 
lot himself, Jake kept the ship 
righted while Bill tried to get free. 
The plane exploded with both still 
aboard. 

Those who safely bailed out 
were Photographer Sergeant H. L. 
Obenour Jr., Altoona, Pa.; Naviga- 
tor-Bombardier Lieutenant Ga- 
briel Dumont, Skowhegan, Me., 
and Radio Sergeant Paul H. Vin- 
mans, Madison, Wis. 

They returned to the base, 
where Dumont told this story: 

“We were in formation, bomb- 
ing Randazzo northwest of Mount 
Etna, and had just finished the 
run over the city when the plane 
was hit by flak. Down below the 
bombardier’s compartment I heard 
the shell strike—not much more 
than a thud. Although the inter- 
phone system went out, I stuck to 
my post until it was apparent we 
had gotten out of formation and 
were flying the wrong way. Then 
Il decided to investigate. 

Floor Slippery With Blood. 

“] started along the catwalk 
back to the pilot’s part of the 
plane. The floor was wet and 
slippery—leaking hydraulic fluid, 
I thought. I got down on my 
hands and knees, It was blood. 

“When I got to the upper part 
of the plane I found it filled with 
smoke. Bill was flying it still. 
He pointed to the co-pilot without 
saying a word. What I saw almost 
knocked me over. 

“There was a hole 18 inches 
wide on the side of the cockpit. 
The co-pilot was slumped down in 
the seat. The shell had entered 
under him, exploding almost be- 
tween his legs. Both legs were 
severed and his stomach was 
ripped open. There was not 
enough left to put a tourniquet on. 
His clothes were blown off. He 
still had some pulse, and Vin- 
mans, the radio operator, came up 
and gave him a shot of morphine. 
A minute or two later he died. 

“Bill seemed stunned, but do- 


‘ing his best to keep the plane go- 


ing. Some of the cables were cut 
and he had no aileron control. He 
was flying with only the elevators 
and a small rudder trim. . No won- 
der we had cut out of formation. 
Bill’s Right Leg Hit. 

“Bill’s right leg was hit but he 
refused first aid. He said we'd 
spin in if he left the controls even 
ten seconds. Then he called for 
Jake. I knew he was bent on 
getting the plane back. Bill crash- 
landed once in Alamein on noth- 
ing but the nose-wheel and tail- 
skid without damaging anything 
more than the prop. He thought 
he could do it again. 

“Well, Jake came down from 


. 


the turret and wedged himself in 
between Bill and the copilot. He 
took over the controls and was 
doing a pretty good job keeping 
us going. I gave them the head- 
ing back to the field, but it séem- 
ed impossible to turn the plane. 
Pretty soon we were heading 
straight for the sea. 

“When we got close to the water 
Bill decided it was time to bail 
out. He gave the orders and three 
of us jumped. Before I hit I saw 
the plane crash offshore and ex- 
plode. It went down in a hurry. 

“The way I figured it, Bill was 
too stunned to make it. He may 
have been jammed in his seat. 
Jake went down fighting to keep 
the plane under control, His par- 
achute was on:the navigator’s ta- 
ble behind him. I don’t think he 
ever intended to leave without 
Bill. 

“Jake and Bill came overseas 
a year ago and were close friends. 
Jake admired him more than any-~ 
body and never questioned him. 
He knew a little about flying— 
what Bill had taught him. He 
could have gotten out when Bill 
gave the order, but he decided to 
stick with his pal.” 

Although landing in friendly 
territory, all three of the surviv- 
ing crew members were mistaken 
for enemy parachute troops and 
“captured.” One found himself 
facing an angry Italian armed 
with an ax. The flyer kept him 
off at gun’s point until British 
soldiers came up and took him in 
custody.

Health Ouiz

Saccharin. 

Do you agree with the warning 
against use of saccharin, in the 
clipping inclosed? (W. W. C.) 

Answer—lIn the clipping a repre- 
sentative of a state health depart- 
ment is quoted as warning house- 
Wives against use of saccharin as 
a sugar substitute. Saccharin, he 
says, has no food value, is a coal- 
tar derivative, and its use in car- 
bonated beverages and commer- 
cial foods or food products is pro- 
hibited by law. He adds that the 
question of whether it has any 
serious effects when used regu- 
larly (as a sweetener in place of 
sugar) has been debated by au- 
thorities for some time. There the 
state health department man neat- 
ly bowed out, having thrown a 
proper scare into the public. The 
law is all right—but on the other 
hand medical authorities, at least, 
believe any one may use. up to 
five grains a day with impunity. 

Banana for Baby, 

Baby 15 months old will eat 
nothing but milk, orange juice 
and an occasional slice of bread 
and. butter. Weighed 8-5 at 
birth, now weighs 21 and is 33 
inches tall, vigorous, but rather 
pale. One doctor prescribed vita- 
min B liquid for his appetite, 
but it makes no difference, and 
anyway his appetite seems all 
right except that he won’t eat 
other things. (Mrs. B. P. F.) 

Answer—If the bread is made 
of whole wheat or even partly of 
whole wheat, the baby is being 
well nourished. You do not men- 
tion vitamin D—he should have 
a daily ration of vitamin D. If 
you can get banana, he’ll prob- 
ably go for it—let him have one 
or two well ripened bananas 
daily. Try to smuggle some egg 
into him in one way or another 
two or three days weekly. 

Pyorrhea. 

What is the treatment you ad- 
vise for one with pyorrhea? My 
dentist says I have it but he 
knows of nothing for it.

Answer—Your dentist certainly 
knows of something for it if he 
is at all fit to practice dentistry. 
There is no specific remedy or 
treatment, so far as I know. Den- 
tist and physician should co-oper- 
ate, after consulting together, on 
the treatment.

Effective Exercises Designed 


For Underdeveloped Chest 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


There never was a brassiere de- 
signed that would solve the prob- 
lem of an underdeveloped chest. 
Three-fourths of the thin girls who 
think they lack curves are really 
underdeveloped through the chest. 


If your collarbones stick out! 
and the shoulder line sinks in, you 
can markedly improve your figure 
by developing your chest. Exer- 
cise and perhaps a little more 
meat on your bones will do more 
than any brassiere—and a top- 
flight designer says as much. 

You need both general and spe- 
cific exercise. To fill in the hol- 
low between the shoulders and 
bust, do this: Stand erect, arms’ 
straight out in front of body, 
shoulder level, palms together. 
Then forcefully separate the arms. 
Swing them out at the sides and 
around and back, trying to clap 
the hands together in back. Event- 
ually, you will be able to touch 
palms together. Start with 20 
swings. Gradually work up to 30, 
then 50. 

Another very effective exercise 
is to toss a ball in the air—a medi- 
cine ball, if you have or can get 
one. Try to keep the ball in the 
air above the head, so that the 
thrust of the arms is up. Catch 
it before it drops below the crown 
of the head, and toss up. Five 
minutes of this every day would 
do wonders for both the bust and 
upper arms, and would even help 
to trim your midriff down. 

If you can’t get a ball of any 
kind, here’s an alternative stunt. 
Suspend a sofa pillow fairly high 
in a doorway so that when you 
punch away at it you work the 
arms from the shoulders in an 
up-and-out thrust. This develops 
chest and arms. 

Once you have gone about de 
veloping your chest, see to it that 
when you shop for a _ brassiere, 
you get one especially designed 
for your type figure. The figure 
with the small bust and bony 
diaphragm needs the kind of bra 
which is designed to gently raise 
the bust up and out from the 
body as far as possible, and to 
make the diaphragm appear 
smaller. 

For the figure wtih the broad 
shoulders and small bust, the bra 
should be cut so that the sur- 
rounding tissue is gathered into 
the cup to increase the size of the 
measurement. Of course, a bit of 
padding can be used to advantage 
—and it’s often done, in the

Postwar Plan 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—I am going up to a meeting of very 
young people at a school at Edgecomb avenue and 164th street this 


afternoon. 


The Youthbuilders, and one or two other organizations 


working with the school-age children, are try- 
ing to get the youngsters to come together 
during the summer months and to devise ways 
in which they can be constructively busy. They 
are anxious to find things to do which will 
make the children of the neighborhood feel 
they are working together in something of use 


to the war effort. 


After this meeting, I have three people com- 
ing to the apartment at intervals of half an 


hour. 


Mr. Upton Sinclair has just sent me an 
article he has written called ‘“‘Freestate—A Plan 


for European Reconstruction.”

I do not mean merely that populations have 


been shifted about; that millions of families have been driven from 
their homes, and their homes and land turned over to Germans and 


to Quislings.

I mean that the industry of Europe has been taken

among the industries of different nations has been wiped out and 
the whole thng has been reconstructed into one colossal industrial 
trust, managed by Nazis for one purpose and one only, the waging 
of Nazi war and the gaining and preserving of Nazi victories.” 


That is a very accurate picture. 


While much will undoubtedly 


be destroyed before victory is achieved, Mr. Sinclair’s suggestions 


as to how to meet the problem are really interesting. 


I think that 


the people of this country will be interested in this article, but 
even if they do not read it, the statement of the problem is well 


worth their consideration. 


How would you preserve that which is good in the future chaos 
and bring the best economic situation as quickly as possible to the 
greatest number of people? These populations will be able to carry 
their own weight, and be of use to us and to the rest of the world 

‘as co-workers only as they get settled and return to economic

Another Strike? 


The Petroleum Administration for War has 
imposed an additional restriction in gasoline 
supply on motorists in the 17 eastern seaboard 
states. Including Georgia. For the month of 
August deliveries to retailers are curtailed 25 
per cent below former allotments. 

In explaining the reason behind this new 
hardship on the east, C. A. Peterson, head of 
the PAW’s supplies and.distribution division 
in the Atlanta region, is reported as attributing 
“the eastern seaboard’s present low level of 
supplies to refusal of midwestern oil companies 
to ship products to the east where stringent 
rationing created an unfavorable market.” | 

If the charge attributed to Peterson is based 
upon fact, it discloses one of the most shameful 


conditions in the entire record of civilian war 


co-operation, or lack of co-operation, since the 
war began. 

What it means is that the unnamed “mid- 
western oll companies” are, through their man- 
agement, perpetrating a strike against the 
nation and against the war program. If they 
have done this, they are as guilty, if not more 
so. of stabbing the nation in the back in time 
of war, as was John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, when he called this year’s 
series of strikes in the coal fields. 

Gasoline is more than a commodity. In 
regard to civilian economy, it is the lifeblood 
of modern business and modern life. 

In regard to the war, it is the essential 
fuel on which every unit of every branch of 
our fighting services operates. Without gaso- 
line, our armies and fleets and air squadrons 
would be immobilized, helpless. 

Every gallon of gasoline that goes from this 
country, in tankers, to keep ample the supplies 
of our fighters in England, in Africa and Sicily, 
in the Near East and, in many instances, all 
around the world, must be shipped from the 
eastern seaboard ports. 

Life in those eastern seaboard states must, 
in*eddition, go on and it cannot go on without 
a certain basic minimum of gasoline. 

In such situation, for any oil companies to 
refuse to ship their products into the east, 
solely because of consideration of profit—which 
is clearly inferred in their reported complaint 
of “unfavorable market” caused by stringent 
rationing—smacks largely of outright betrayal 
‘of the nation at war. 

When oil companies thus, for selfish reasons, 
retard the transportation of gasoline into the 
east the effect Is exactly the same as would 
occur if some enemy agent succeeded in dyna- 
miting an oi) pipe line bringing the precious 
fuel into the east. ; 

If such an enemy agent was apprehended, 
public outrage would not be satisfied until a 
military court had exacted the supreme penalty 
for his enemy act. 

When the striking miners interfered with 
the nation’s essential supply of coal, the gov- 
ernment, quite properly, took over the mines. 

Gasoline is as essential to the war effort as 
coal, if not more so. 

If it is true that oil companies have placed 
profits above essential war shipments of oil 
and gasoline, it would be logical and correct 
for the government to take over those com- 
panies and operate them without favor and in 
full accordance with the wartime needs of the 
entire nation. 

The Army, the Navy, the Air Forces, the 
essential civilian economy, must have gasoline. 
If oil companies deliberately withhold ship- 
ments, they must be treated as any others 
would be treated if they were guilty of deliber- 
ate sabotage against the nation and its fight- 
ing men.

WASHINGTON PARADE

DON’T BE MISLED WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—In consider- 

ing the rumors coming out of Germany 

lately of a shake-up in the Nazi regime, it is well to remember that 

the world in recent years has received many similar reports that 

the German army was fed up with Hitler and was prepared to 
take over the government of the country. 

Until we have more authentic information 
it will be wise to treat the present reports in 
the same light as those which have proved 
erroneous in the past. 

The recurring rumors have been based in 
part on the mistaken belief that the German 
military hierarchy was at heart anti-Nazi and 
had gone along with Hitler reluctantly. Ob- 
scure conflicts over jurisdiction and authority 
have given color to the situation. 

But events seem to have proved that basical- 
ly there is no more difference between the 
Hitler-led Nazi bureaucracy and the military 
hierarchy than there.is in this country be- 
tween the New Dealers and the rank and file 

of the Democratic party—if as much. 


To put the illustration in reverse, some of our enemies abroad 
may have been led into the wishful thinking that the Democratic 
party was doomed to defeat because of the apparent schism be- 
tween the New Dealers and the Old Liners. And yet President 
Roosevelt continues to win overwhelmingly every time he goes 


before the polls. 


The conflicts between the German generals and the Nazis have 
been over details rather than principles, degree rather than direc- 
tion, The aims of both groups have been the same. Hitler was 


bent on a program of world conquest and the militarists were his 
willing executioners. 


COMPLETE CO-OPERATION More than in any other past 

: war in which Germany has 
taken part, the military clique has gotten everything it wanted. In 
the beginning, at least, it had unlimited man power, the best equip- 
ment that had ever been produced before, complete political and 
diplomatic backing. Htiler, in return, was given the army's un- 
questioned support. 


Thus we found no opposition from army sources when Hitler 
set up a totalitarian dictatorship, when he issued his anti-Semitic 
decrees, or when he ordered the butchery of the Poles, the Greeks 
Czechs and other helpless peoples of Europe. 

For all intents and purposes, the Nazis and the generals were 
one and the same body. Hitler catered to their inbred lust for con- 
quest by giving them unlimited resources and a world to cdnduer. 


DIFFERENT IN ITALY A different situation existed in Italy 
as regards Mussolini and the Italian 
army. It had this fundamental difference, in that the Italians, un- 
like the Germans, are not a warlike people. There was no basic 
lust for conquest in Italy such as has been found in Germany for 
a hundred years and more. The Italians, left to thtmselves, would 
have been content to remain out of the war. They have shown from 
the start that they had no taste for it. Both the Greeks and the 
Albanians bested them until the Germans came to their support. 
That explains why it was possible to overthrow Mussolini and 
his Fascists government in Italy, whereas the problem offers pros- 
pects of being far more difficult as regards Hitler and the Nazis. 
Whether there is any truth in the rumors, therefore, that Hitler 
has been deposed and a triumvirate of Goering, Keitel and Doenitz 
set up to rule in his place, the development would be far less signifi- 
cant than what happened in Rome two weeks ago. 

Mussolini’s collapse meant the inevitable end of Italy in the war. 
But for the pressure of German forces she probably would have 
been completely out before now. Hitler’s elimination from the 
German scene, on the other hand, while a hopeful sign of things 
to come, would not have the same meaning. The more efficient 
German military machine may be relied on to continue the struggle 
until we crack them with sufficient blows as to leave no further 


doubt of the outcome. 
PLAN LONG DEFENSE Hitler or no Hitler, we may be sure 
that the militarists can be relied 
upon to resort to every delaying artifice possible to gain an accept- 
able negotiated peace. That will be their main objective from now 
on. It is doubtful if any German general remains who does not now 
recognize that defeat stares the Axis in the face. If Hitler has in 
fact been deposed, it is undoubtedly due to the fact that he re- 
fuses to admit the realities of the situation and clings to his femi- 
nine intuitions to bring him the victory that is now beyond reach, 


GUARD AGAINST OPTIMISM But the thing of it is that 

we should not let our hopes 
carry us too far away in the fields of optimism. Even if it should 
be confirmed that Hitler has been ousted, or kicked upstairs to some 
meaningless higher position—such as that vacated by Hindenburg 
when he died—it would not have the same implications as the 


downfall of Mussolini in Italy. 


We will need to blast more German cities to oblivion as Ham- 
burg was blasted; the Russians need to move closer to the German 
border in the present offensive, and perhaps it will take an Allied 
invasion of Europe to really shake up the denizens of the Reich. 


Only then can we be certain of the Hitlerite

One of the top men in the cen- 
sorship office for soldier mail told 
me that, after our first troops 
reached Australia, it was astonish- 
ing how many letters from the 
boys, though carefully refraining 
from naming their location, refer- 
red to their interest in seeing wild 
kangaroos. 

And some of the lads in Iceland 
tried without result to give a hint 
by mentioning the amount of 
warm clothing they had to wear 
on the Fourth of July. 

Same censor, who used to be 
principle of a co-ed school, said 
the thing which hurt him most 
of all was having to cut out large 
portions of a letter from some boy 
who attended his school and-writ- 
ten to some girl who likewise is 
an ex-student. Maybe the boy and 
girl are now married, maybe just 
sweethearts or good friends. 

My censor-friend told of one 
letter from such a boy to such a 
girl which he had to read and 
censor. It said he was quite sick 
about it, but there was nothing 
else he could do. When he fin- 
ished with the letter all that was 
left was “Dear Mary—Love, John.” 

One more story of a megsage 
that did get through. This one 
involved a simple code worked 
out with the boy’s father before 
he left home. So, when the father 
received a letter which ran some- 
thing like this, “Well, dad, we've 
arrived. I can’t tell you where, 
but it is beautiful country. I’m 
enjoying every minute. It’s just 
as though every day was Christ- 
mas. You'd love it.” 

And the dad knew where his 
son had gone. The message, in 
code, was in the phrase, “as 
though every day was Christmas.” 

Sometimes the censors can’t 
beat ’em!

PROPAGANDA LONDON, Eng. (By Mail)—Since I have been 
in England I have made it the custom te 
listen to the German propaganda reports. 

I do not think we at nome have any idea of the extent of the 
propaganda. Nor do 1 think we realize how much of it comes to 

us in the form of gossip, related as having come 
from some informed source, 

There are many radio propagandists on the 
air. The English let them come in. They send 
out their own news. This is jammed by the 
Germans and Italians. 

To “jam” a station the Germans and Italians 
have buili radio stations which do nothing but 
broadcast on the same wave length as the Eng- 
lish stations. They have built a station or so 
to take care of our own few propaganda stations, 

One may hear the “jamming” going on here 
in England. At times it is simply a constantly 
repeated beam, or impulse. It grinds on 
“grumph, grumph, grumph” and through it one 
may hear the words getting through. Now and 
then there are broadcast records in which there 
is nothing but a great yeiling and shouting. 
Presumably the records are made at the time 
of some great demonstration in Germany. They 

are then played over and over on the same wave length as that 
being used by the English and American stations. 

Now, this means, of course, that the Germans know their people 
and some of those in the conquered countries are listening. That is 
encouraging. 

The Germans now and then refer to something said on the Eng- 
lish and American programs. That is more encouraging. It means 
the Germans know some of their people heard the broadcasts. The 
programs do get through. 

It is a bit eerie to sit and listen to the German “jam” stations, 
screaming or “pulsing” away. They are just across the 
not far away. It is all part of the battle. And it ig one that we 
can't appreciate because we are far away from it. Our 
doesn’t fully appreciate it because they, too, are far away from it, 
But it is a vital part of the war as we saw in the campaign in Sicily 
and Italy. 

We are just now getting smart in our application of the art. 


THE RAID ON ROME As I write this the Germans are 
screaming, along with the Italians, 


that we bombed churches in Rome. It seems we did get one near 
the railroad dispersal yards. That was unfortunate, but inevitable. 
Here in London, or in Coventry or any other of a dozen more cities 
I have seen Catholic, Protestant and the churches of other sects 
bombed to rubble. 

In London St. Paul’s was smashed. More than three hundred 
churches have been destroyed in this great area. It was here the 
Germans tried to break the morale of a people. They aimed only 
for the city and sought no military objectives. 

Now they cry to the world about our “barbarism.” 

The beauty of that was the fact we beat them to it. The day 
before the raid we said, on the radio, just what they would say. A 
few hours before the raid we dropped leaflets saying just what they 
would say. 

They went ahead and said it anyhow. They are a methodical 
people, the Germans. The Italians follow since the Germans check 
the Italian radio. 

The handling of the statement issued by President Roosevelt 
and Mr. Churchill also was’a very scientific job of propaganda. 

We are learning. 

And having learned—Rome burns. And not merely from bombs. 

We need to do more of it, and no doubt we will as soon as Italy 
is in the bag. Then we can turn on Germany. 


GERMAN METHODS The Germans keep propaganda going 


almost constantly. It has two chief 
aims. One is to separate the Russians from both England and 
America. The other is to make the Canadians and Americans sus- 
picious of the English. 

It has only small success, and what amazes and gratifies me is 
the fact that so many more American soldiers like the English and 
admire them as soldiers and fliers than I had expected to find. 

The Germans keep at it. On a recent Sunday afternoon I sat 
at an airbase camp and listened, along with a number of junior 
officers, to two German programs, both in English. , 

One of them purported to come from a “secret” station in Eng- 
land. It is a daily program. Actually, of course, it comes from 
across the channel. The speaker, in perfect English, identifies him- 
self as a British worker. He went on to say on this day I listened 
that Churchill is a foe of the workers; that he is a foe of Russia. 
He went on to say that the invasion of Sicily was not what the 
Russians wanted. He said they had asked for a real invasion and 
not an attempt on one of “the many small islands in the Mediter- 
ranean.” It was fairly clever, containing just enough logic to in- 
fluence an uninformed person. It was lengthy and full of mis- 
statements and halftruths. It closed with the announcement of the 
next day’s program. The British let it come, trusting to the com- 
monsense of the British people. 

The second program was one devoted to abuse of Roosevelt and 
Churchill. The program quoted some of the things said by the 
American critics of the President. The Germans apparently take a 
great delight in using criticism of the President which his oppo- 
nents have made in newspaper articles or on the floor of congress. 
All of it is grist for the German propaganda mill. 

There are other programs in German, Dutch and French. One 
may imagine how confused the peoples of the conquered lands must 
be as they hear all these programs, That is one of the purposes 
for which the Germans use it. : 


ITS EFFECTS There already has been published in the Stars 

and Stripes and, I think, in American news- 
papers, that when the last batch of German prisoners reached the 
United States they were literally astounded to see the New York 
skyline. They had been told it had been bombed to bits. They 
had believed it. 

At an air base the other day an officer told me of a German 
pilot rescued from the channel. The German pilots had fought 
with great daring and fanaticism that day, He was asked about it 
and said in reply that the commanding officers had told them that 
if they would go in and destroy the American Flying Fortresses 
that day they would end the war as the Japanese had bombed all the 
American factories and we could not build any more, 

The Germans, that is the soldiers, never hear any of the propa- 
ganda programs except their own. It is quite impossible to know 
how deep the Nazi indoctrination has gone into the minds of the 
German soldiers and young people. 

The fall of Sicily and of Italy will provide a real jolt for them. 
And it is important for us to remember that appropriations for the

You wrecked our Navy at Pearl Harbor: you won many vic- 
tories over the Chinese; you quickly and efficiently conquered all 
you desired down the coast of Asia and in the South Pacific; you 
destroyed four of our finest cruisers one August night a year ago; 
you took the Philippines. 

But in every case you won only when you made a sneak at- 
tack, or when you had enormous advantage of numbers and 
weapons, or when your well-trained veterans attacked unpre- 
pared and poorly equipped men whose leaders had no conception 
of modern warfare. 

If that doesn’t give you some idea of what is coming, check 
the more recent record. Since our boys got adequate equipment, 
they have proved themselves your superiors in every kind of 
fighting. They have beaten you on the ground, in the air and on 
the sea. Even with the odds against them, they have whipped 
you in every fight. They are better men. 

That isn’t a boast, but a simple statement of fact. It is ne 
honor to be superior to men who are low and base and vile. 

That you are inferior creatures is an obvious fact, demone 
strated by yourselves. Decent and civilized men do not torture 
and starve and kill prisoners, or ravish the women and murder 
helpless civilians in a conquered city. You have proved yourselves 
unfit to associate with civilized men on terms of equality. 

You are not a master race, as you foolishly believe, destined 
to rule first Asia and then the world. You are not even fit to be 
trusted with power. 

And so we shall destroy you. We shall break your arrogant 
pride and humiliate you and put you in your place. You are right 
in thinking that defeat will end your career as a great power, 
We shall disarm you and keep you too weak to do more evil 

Destroying you will be a long and bloody job, thanks to our 
folly in teaching you to make modern weapons and supplying you 
with war material, but you can only delay the inevitable. The 
smartest savages cannot stand against superior men, once the 
issue is joined.
